Agrees to Undertake Job 


After Poincare Turns 
. 
Down Invitation 


Paris —(B1)— Louis Barthou today 


accepted an invitation from. Presi- 
dent Doumergue to form a ministry 
in succession to the defeated gov- 
ernment of Andre Tardieu. 


The Radical-Socialist former min- 


ister of justice, leaving the Elysee 
Palace after half 
an hour's talk 


with the president, told newspaper- 
men he had accepted the task in 
principle and that he would confer 
tonight with political leaders to that 
end. 


The presidents of the chamber of 


deputies and the senate, Eaymond 
Poincare, Aristide Briand, and Andre 
Tardieu, he said, would be the first 
statesmen to "report progress" to 
the president tomorrow. M. Barthou 
has been backed by the most influ- 
ential elements of his party in the 
chamber as the man most likely to 
clear Tip the recent banking scan- 
dals and place the bourse once more 
upon a firm footing. 


Barthou is a former premier and 


author of the military service bill 
prior to 1914, which gave France 
trained reserves in the World war. 
It was taken for granted that Ear- 
then would accept the charge once 
it were offered. 


' 
SELF-MADE MAN 


Barthou is a self-made man, the 


son of a hardware store proprietor. 
He educated himself, became a mem- 
ber of the French academy and is 
noted as a historian, a literary crit- 
ic, and one of the most brilliant af- 
ter-dinner speakers in all France. 


He lost a son in the war and 


France stills remembers his refer- 
ence to that bereavement 
in the 


moving speech with which he dedi- 
.cated the tomb of the unknown sol- 
dier while he was minister of war. 


Poincare, who has saved France 


hi many another political -crisis, de- 
clined earlier today to step into t,h,e 
breach opened by resignation of the 
Tardieu government. 


The war-tune president pleaded ill 


health, but in the chamber lobbies 
the gossips were saying that if 
Doumerge should fail to find his 
man Poincare might be willing to 
reconsider—might be prevailed up- 
on to accept the post of premier 
next week and reorganize the gov 
ernment.

The government won by 40 votes 
against a motion to revoke the chan- 
cellor's emergency financial decree;

by 35 votes in a no-confidence mo- 
tion introduced by the opposition. 


Thus the government proved once

there was a general atmosphere of 
relief even among the opposition, 
for nobody envies Bruening his un- 
popular job and no opposition bloc 
really wants to overthrow the gov- 
ernment.

to an engraver. I had found the 
name of one in the telephone direc- 
tory, and that was the fellow I went 
to see."

They mustered 
54 objectors to 


poison denaturants, against

half that figure when the same try 
was made last year. The majority 
against them, however, remained 
unchanged at 106. They made a sec- 
ond effort before the treasury bill 
•which contained the item passed, 
but showed less strength, 
getting 


only 36 votes. 


Numberless other minor attacks 


on appropriations dealing with pro- 
hibition went 
down to defeat by 


even greater margins. 


After the session was over, how- 


ever, prohibition was assailed out- 
side the capitol in a gathering of the 
women's organization for national 
prohibition reform. There Senator 
Tydings of Maryland, Representative 
Mary T. Norton of New Jersey, both 
Democrats, and Mrs. Carroll Miller 
of Pittsburgh, Democratic national 
committeewoman from Pennsylvania 
joined in calling for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment.

again at the dry laws, bristling with 
assertions that prohibition had fail- 
ed, that the recent elections had 
sounded "the death knell to ten 
years of barbarism," and that early 
abolition was in prospect.

FIFTH WARD VOTERS CLUB 
The voters of the Fifth ward, organ- 


ized for the purpose of familiarizing 
themselves with municipal government 
and to enable them to have a united 
voice In the affairs of this government, 
are pointing the way to the entire cit- 
izenry of Appleton. Out of the dis- 
cussions arranged by this organization 
will come a better understanding of 
civic affairs and this understanding 
will provide a basis for constructive 
criticism and suggestion that is bound" 
to react to the benefit of taxpayers gen- 
erally. 


The apathy of voters and taxpayers 


to governmental affairs, from which 
they are aroused only spasmodically 
at election time, is one of the principal 
reasons for such breakdowns as gov- 
ernments are • experiencing. Voters, 
most of them at least, are content to 
go to the polls at election time, mark 
a Ballot for a candidate and then for- 
get about government for another year. 


In the Fifth ward, however, a differ- 


ent and healthier condition exists. 
There the voters are meeting periodi- 
cally for the purpose of discussing not 
only problems of the Fifth ward but 
of the city as a whole, and out of these 
discussions are coming suggestions 
that merit careful attention in the city 
hall. 


More of this kind of interest in city 


government would be good for -the city 
as a whole. If all the wards in the city 
had similar organizations devoted to 
a study of civic problems, authorities 
in the city hall would have a more ac- 
curate cross-section of public opinion 
to guide them. The reactions which 
aldermen and other city officials now 
get from their constituents usually are 
of little value because these constitu- 
ents are not sufficiently informed to 
form intelligent opinions. 


So long as voters organizations con- 


fine themsehaes to discussion of public 
affairs and to offering constructive 
criticism and suggestion they are a 
valuable factor in city government and 
should be encouraged. 
The danger 


that must be guarded against is that 
these organizations might come under 
the control of unscrupulous politicians 
who would try to use them for advanc- 
ing their own interests. The Fifth ward- 
ers, however, have carefully steered 
away from these influences and are 
succeeding jto a marked degree in keep- 
ing the residents of that section thor- 
oughly in touch with their city gov- 
ernment. 


FOOTBALL IN ALL WEATHERS 


The nation's football season came to 


Its close, throughput a good part of 
the country, in a swirl of snow. Howl- 
ing blizzards, icy gridirons and temper- 
atures in which only an Alpine guide 
would feel comfortable marked the fi- 
nal games of many college teams; and 
the whole'thing brings to mind that 
one curious attribute which sets foot- 
ball apart from all other American 
games.

ing it a crime. It was the taking of 
rebates in relation to railroad rates that 
at one time brought severe public con- 
demnation upon the senior Rockefeller. 
Favoritism is rebating in whatever 
guise or color-it appears. Special rates, 
because of influence, power or any oth- 
er reason, cannot be given, openly or 
clandestinely, without destroying the 
basis of equality that must exist, un- 
der a fair and reasonable classification 
of users, in the enforcement of public 
utility rules and rates. 


The worst part of it is that some 


men in office look upon such a rebate 
as a real achievement whereas it is dis- 
aster and but thinly disguised at that. 
The public utility rate question in this 
state, perhaps no different in other 
states, cannot be handled properly 


^ without some comprehension upon the 
part of those who represent the public 
that a fair and equitable rule is to gov- 
ern all alike. If state authorities will 
be satisfied with getting state rates 
cut the people will not, for any such 
cut is but evidence that a saving has 
been made and the public generally is 
entitled to that saving. We are not 
suggesting that Mr. La Follette will 
be misled by any such idea as that sug- 
gested by the Socialist senator, for un- 
til indisputable evidence points to the 
contrary the people must indulge the 
hope that the governor-elect is too 
bright a man to think that further con- 
fusion in a confusing matter is going 
to clear it up. 


A COMMENT ON POLITICS 
Discussing the possible effects on 


business of a change in party control 
of'the federal government, the current 
Magazine of Wall Street has this to 
say: 


"As a matter of fact there is little 


ground for the idea so stubbornly held 
in some quarters that American pros- 
perity depends on the political color of 
the government at Washington. The 
last bitter year should dispose of it 
once and for all. 


"Either of the great parties is amply 


capable of giving us foolish legislation 
and weak administration, but neither 
has a monopoly of patriotism and po- 
litical wisdom. If prosperity is incu- 
bating in economic processes, as we 
believe it is, neither inaction'at Wash- 
ington now nor ill-advised action in the 
future can stop it"

CONRAD'S BIRTH 


On Dec. 6, 1857, Joseph Conrad, famous Eng- 


lish, novelist, was born in Ukraine of a Polish 
family of the name of Korzeniowski. 


His father was a Polish revolutionist. Upon 


his death, Joseph, then 13, made his way to 
Marseilles where he entered the French mer- 
chant marine. For two years he served in the 
Mediterranean and on the South American coast. 


Though he learned to speak and write French 


with fluency in south, he knew hardly a word of 
English when he came to Xiowestoft. England, 
and Qualified as an able seaman on a coasting 
vessel. Four years later he had become master 
in the British merchant service and a British 
subject. His subsequent travels to many parts of 
the world grave him material with which 
he 


wrote his great works on sea-faring life. 


Conrad said that his first English reading was 


In a newspaper and, as he wrote to a friend, "my 
first acquaintance by the ear with it was in the 
speech, of 
fishermen 
and sailors of the 


east coast. But in 1880 I had mastered the lan- 
guage sufficiently to pass the first examination 
for officers in the merchant service. But 'mas- 
tered' is not the right word: I should have said, 
'acquired.' I've never opened an English gram- 
mar in my life." Conrad died Aug. 3, 1924.

Z—IF ONLY THE GOVERNMENT 


SHOULD GIVE US A BREAK. 
"We babies are merely fighting for 


our rights—again. All -we ask is that 
our food be net tampered with. The 
organized babies of America do not 
want and are not in sympathy with 
the movement to establish a depart- 
ment of Infant Welfare or anything 
of the kind in the federal govern- 
ment. We are suffering now from 
too much bushwah and bureaucracy. 
Heaven spare us a Secretary of In- 
fancy and Childhood in the cabinet. 
Let bad enough alone, say we. Con- 
sidering the 
break we're 
getting 


now, under a bureau of a bureau of 
some department or other in the 
government we h&S rather let things 
remain as they are. 


Not that the government Is wholly 


to blame for the high cost of babies, 
but we hold that the government is 
partly to blame and we'll tell you 
•why. 


In the past four or five years the 


necessity of providing vitamins for 
babies has been pretty thoroly im- 
pressed on the people of this nation. 
Almost any one who reads knows 
now that you can't make a success 
at the baby business without ade- 
quate vitamins. Well, by a process 
of trial and elimination, it has been- 
found that the richest 
and best 


source of the essential vitamins is 
not fresh milk, fresh eggs, fresh but- 
ter, fresh fruits or their juices, but 
cod liver oil. 


Fine. Cod liver oil isn't prohibitive 


in price, that is, not in the proper 
quantities for the daily vitamin ra- 
tion—ten drops thrice daily for a 
baby two months old, and the daily 
ration gradually increased to a tea- 
spoonful two or three times a day 
from six months to the end of the 
first year. But let some big business 
man get hold of a catch of cod, and 
he can extract the liver oil and put 
his special label on it and make it 
pretty darned expensive stuff for an 
honest man to buy for his baby. 
The honest man may decline to buy 
the fansy brand. But if he takes that 
course he soon discovers that he has 
got to buy it or get along without 
cod liver oil, as the dealers supply 
only the brands that have been made 
"well known." 
, And how have_ they been made 
well known? By propaganda and by 
subsidized medical research. All this 
costs money, and the cost is paid, 
out of the profits in the oil. 


Worse stii;, just when the honest 


man is setting down to it and paying 
the tariff for the necessary cod liver 
oil for the baby, some big business 
interest develops a new concentrate 
of the necessary vitamins of cod 
liver oil, and launches a nation-wide 
propaganda and a line of medical 
research and all the-rest of it, and 
presently the new concentrate be- 
comes quite essential for the baby, 
and poor father must pay thru the 
nose for it. 


"What has the government to do~ 


with all this dirty work? Oh, the 
government supports the racket by 
issuing a patent for the new concen- 
trate. That tears it, so fat- as -we 
babies are concerned. The people 
who own the patent must get their 
royalties from every drop of the con- 
centrate we babies receive. 


Now we contend that if the gov- 


ernment were as concerned about 
our welfare as it pretends to be, no 
such patent would be issued; or if 
a patent is quite necessary, then the 
government should buy it outright 
and give it to us free of cost.

Some people say that training 


does not make a good teacher al- 
ways. Maybe so, but it never harm- 
ed a teacher yet. If she or he is 
capable of takjng the instruction all 
the better. If not, then surely some 
other calling is the better one. The 
schoolroom is no place for raw 
teacher material. Only the-iinished 
product has any place there. A good 
teacher is worth any salary the com- 
munity can play. A poor one costs 
more than any community can af- 
ford to pay.

STEVENS ESTATE 


Morneys to File Briefs in 


Action to Recover Part of 
Income Tax 


Neenah—Testimony was conclud- 


ed Friday in a county court hearing 
in which trustees under the will of 
John Stevens, Neenah, seek to re- 
„„,.,„,. fr*r +^° oeta** 'icxupe tax naid 
on $275,000 nine years ago. 
There will be no oral arguments, 


and the attorneys will file briefs af- 
ter being supplied with transcripts of 
the testimony, which also occupied 
the entire day. 
Mr. Stevens, wealthy Neenah cap 


italist, made gifts totaling $275,000 to 
his children in 1918. His death occur- 
red in 1920. The trustees must show 
that the gifts were not made in con- 
templation of death, if they are to 
recover the money from the state. 
From remarks made during the hear- 
ing, it appears likely the question 
may eventually cpme before the su- 
preme court. 


Testimony Friday was largely med- 


ical in nature. Dr. E. J. Campbell, 
city health commissioner, appearing 
as witness for the state, and Dr. G. 
H. Williamson of Neenah, as peti- 
tioners' rebuttal witness. S. J. Luch- 
srnger, public administrator, 
and 


George D. Spohn, state inheritance 
tax counsel, appeared for the state, 
and Paul V. Gary and Patricia Ryan 
of Appleton for the petitioners. 


Among witnesses was Mrs. Harry 


Gould of Oshkosh, daughter of the 
deceased. She declared her father had 
been strong, active and cheerful un- 
til Christmas of 1919 and asserted 
she did not know he had heart dis- 
ease during his illness. John Stevens, 
Jr., of Appleton, a son, explained how 
Ids father had made the gifts to his 
children. He declared his father had 
induced him to leave a position in 
Colorado to come to Wisconsin and 
conduct his affairs. There had been 
an understanding that he would re- 
ceive ?40,000 if successful, in addi- 
tion to salary. He testified his father 
delayed in making this payment until 
1918, when he finally decided to turn 
over to his children equal amounts. 
He declared he regarded his father's 
health as having been good until 
September, 1919. 


He also declared he did not know 


Ms father was suffering with heart 
disease. 


DOCTOR IS PRESENT 


Dr. Campbell was present 
during 


tiiie entire hearing and gave testi- 
mony as to the opinion he had form- 
ed from hearing and from examina- 
tion of a death certificate, introduced 
as evidence. He was questioned par- 
ticularly regarding what opinions he 
formed from testimony concerning 
an incident in 1918, when Mr. Stev- 
ens suffered from shortness of breath 
during a night following over exer- 
tion in attempting to help get an au- 
tomobile from a ditch. 


The doctor stated he had formed 


the opinion that Mr. Stevens was 
suffering from heart disease at that 
•time. He named various symptoms. 
Mr. Cary objected to all this testi- 
mony on the grounds there had been 
no evidence of the symptoms men- 
tioned by the doctor, but the court 
ruled the evidence should be admit- 
ted. Mention was also made of an in- 
cident when Mr. Stevens stepped 
from Ms car and shouted for help, 
and the doctor said it would be his 
opinion, based upon other evidence 
in the case, that Mr. Stevens was 
then suffering. 


Dr. Williamson, on the other hand, 


declared he would not be able to give 
any opinion as to the ailment of Mr. 
Stevens upon a history of the auto- 
mobile episode.

Only Half of Amount Consid- 


ered Necessary Used for 
Fire Protection

Washington— "Wisconsin and the 


United States together are- spending 
less than half of what is considered 
necessary to protect .the 
Badger 


State's thirteen million acres of val- 
uable forest lands from fire. 


During the last fiscal year, Wis- 


consin'spent $141,511.14 for protec- 
tion Of lief lui'cStS fi'uiju 
joTc, 
cLUCl 


Uncle Sam contributed $38,527 to the 
state for this purpose, making a to- 
tal of $180,038.14. 


But revised estimates of the forest 


land needing fire protection la Wis- 
consin and the cost of providing ade- 
quate protection show that $390,000 
a year is needed to protect Wiscon- 
sin's 13,187,000 acres of forest land 
and potential forest land from devas- 
tation by the most dangerous enemy 
of this valuable and diminishing na- 
tural resource. 


"The need of much larger state, 


federal, and private funds is mani- 
fest" says Chief Forester Kobert T. 
Stuart In his annual report to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, made pub- 
lic today (Wednesday). 


"Substantial increases In state ap- 


propriations would have far-reaching 
effects," lie adds, although federal ap- 
propriations so far have not teen 
sufficient to permit Uncle Sam to 
contribute half the total spent in 
Wisconsin for forest fire protection, 
half the total being the limit of fed- 
eral aid under the law. 


AID FOB PLANTING 


In addition to the aid in forest-fire 


prevention, the federal government 
contributed $2,000 to Wisconsin for 
the 
distribution of forest planting 


stock during the fiscal year ended 
last June 30, and the state spent $2,- 
002.'64 for this purpose, a total of $4,- 
002.64. ' 


The federal forest service acquired 


15,606 acres of forest lands in Wis- 
consin during the last fiscal year, at 
an average cost of $1.28 an acre. This 
was the first year in which the feder- 
al government had bought 
forest 


lands in Wisconsin, but it is contin- 
uing to buy tracts for forest reserva- 
tions. 


The Forest Products Laboratory at 


the University of Wisconsin, Madi- 
son, in cooperation with other Forest 
Service units, has completed a study 
of how to make use of those weeds 
of the forest, aspen, 
for 
making 


woodpulp, boxes and crates, and oth- 
er small products customarily made 
of basswood or yellow poplar. The 
Forest Service, says that 29,000,000 
acres of logged-ofE lands in Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan,, and Minnesota alone 
have grown up to aspen. 


Other investigations made' by the 


laboratory to increase .the woodpulp 
resources of the 
country include 


studies of possible commercial use of 
logging and milling wastes, varied 
types of second-growth timber, south- 
ern loblolly, longleaf, 
slash, and 


shortleaf pine, black gum, flax straw 
.and hemp, with some very success- 
ful results In producing 
different 


kinds of paper out of these woods. 
The laboratory also worked on im- 
provements of the pulping process. 


Other important discoveries, most- 


ly of technical nature, in the utiliza- 
tion and conservation of forest prod- 
ucts were made by the laboratory. 


SETTING STAND VALUES 


In reporting on studies of how to 


set a commercial-value for pulping 
purposes on stands of spruce, hem- 
lock, aspen, birch, jack* pine, south- 
ern pines and about 15 other well 
known or potentially useful pulp- 
wood, Chief Forester Stuart says: 


"Of special interest from the silvi- 


cultural 
point 
of view was 
the 


evaluation of a 37-year-old planted 
stand of Norway spruce in Wisconsin 
in which dominant and 
suppressed 


trees were equally good for conver- 
sion Into sulphite pulp. 


"The value set on this wood was 


$11 per cord, or $577.50 per acre, de- 
livered at the mill. The new method 
of evaluation, developed this year 
and correlated with the results of 
pulping trials, is largely a process of 
sampling and chemical and 
physi- 


cal testing. It Is rapid and simple as 
compared to pulping trials 
and 


should aid both the marketing and 
the growing of pulp wood." 


The yearly range of moisture con-

Successful Investors Will 


Work on Definite Plan, He 
Says 


Babson Park, Mass. — Those in- 


vestors who have come through the 
past year and a half in a strong pos- 
ition are those who have worked on 
a definite plan. No one would start 
to build a house without first obtain- 
ing complete working plans. Similar- 
ly no investor can hope to build a 
financial estate' unless he works -ac- 
cording to a carefully conceived and 
well laid-out plan. 1931 offers chal- 
lenging opportunities for future in- 
vestment success, but there will be 
many pitfalls for the reckless plung- 
ers. 
However, the individual who 


carefully lays "out a program in ac- 
cordance with fundamental economic 
conditions, and sticks to that pro- 
gram, has an opportunity to cap- 
italize conditions such as comes only 
once in a decade. 


If business and the stock market 


always progressed in a straight line, 
:hen 
all one would need to do 


would be to buy a diversified list of 
common stocks and bonds, put them 
away, and forget them. 
Unfortu- 


nately business and finance do not 
move that way. Instead of a straight 
ine they move in waves, the swings 
of each wave being governed by 
the time-tested Law of Action and 
Eeactton. At certain times bonds 
should be bought, at other times 
stocks are the best purchases, 
at 


other times short-term notes, bank 
deposits and cash should be held, 
jut at all times one's money should 
be working for him to the fullest 
extent consistent with 
safety -of 


principal. 


CONTINUOUS WORKING PLAN 
The investor must, therefore, lay 


out a plan which is adaptable to, the 
ihanging conditions in the financial 
and business world. The best plan 
I know is to divide your funds into 
three, or in some cases four, parts, 
setting each part aside for use at 
the proper time and in the proper 
type of investment. 


The amount of money which is 


put into each fund will depend upon 
the position of business and finance 
at the time. While the size of the 
various funds will change as finan- 
cial conditions change, they must 
never be allowed to become top- 
heavy in any one direction. In the 
light of present conditions in busi- 
ness, the stock market, and the 
bond market, how should these dif- 
ferent funds now be handled to se- 
cure the greatest benefit? 


Fund No. 1, is that which is used 


to buy a broad list of good com- 
mon stocks when the market is at 
or near the bottom of a major cycle. 
When the market is high 
these 


stocks are sold and the money then 
is kept in short-term notes, bank 
deposits, and other strictly liquid 
forms awaiting the next buying op- 
portunity. 
The Law of Action and 


Reaction has now created extraor- 
dinary bargains in stock values, and 
yields for the first time in years 
have become worthwhile. There may 
however, be further sinking spells 
and readjustments, because a great 
deflation area, such as the present, 
is never accomplished in a 
short 


time. 
Therefore, approximately 40 


per cent of this No. 1 fund should 
now be invested in a selected list of 
good common stocks. The remain- 
ing 60 per cent should be held liquid 
for further buying opportunities. No 
one can. hope to pick the exact bot- 
tom of the market. The best one 
can do is to buy some stocks on 
the down side near the bottom, some 
on the bottom, and some on the up- 
side after the market turns. 


REMEMBER BONDS 


Fund No. 2 should be Invested for 


safety and income. 
Good bonds 


meet these requirements. 
"Unusual 


opportunities have existed in "the 
bond market for the past year, and 
while prices have firmed somewhat 
in recent months, those who have 
neglected to build up a strong back- 
log of bonds should not delay any 
longer In doing so. There is a sur- 
plus of credit in the financial cen- 
ters. Equities behind sound bonds 
are high, and conditions generally 
favor a strong bond market. 


The great mistake which so many 


investors made in 1928 and 1929 
was in sacrificing good bonds for 
speculative stocks, thereby weaken- 
ing their position when the market 
crash came. On the 
other 
hand, 


many a man wag saved from finan- 
cial ruin by a good list of bonds. 


Hence, I say, do not neglect Fund 


No. 2 of your investment plan. Eight 
now bonds are In style, but as soon

One great Industry which is 


looking hopefully toward 1931 is 
that of tires and rubber. As in 


_ 
many other lines the demand for 
tires has been at low ebb this year, hut there are sound reasons upon 
which, to base expectations of improvement over the months ahead. 


The aggregate estimated consumption of tires for all of 1930 is 55 000 - 


000, the lowest since 1924. The total in 1929 was 71,000,000 tires. The most 
striking fact in this year's tire history is the decline in replacement de- 
mand to about 38,000,000 tires compared with 46,000,000 in the preceding 
year. 


Although fewer new automobiles were made and sold in 1930, the num- 


ber of motors in use has not decreased. The total is some 25,000,000. 
The high consumption rate of gasoline testifies to the uncurtailed opera- 
tion of cars on the roads. 


This means that although replacements are being postponed, tires are 


being worn out in large numbers and must be replaced sooner or later. 
Meanwhile, producers of tires have reduced their output, with the result 
that inventories of casings In October of 7,849,000 showed a decrease of 
18.7 per cent from one year before. 


Other factors favoring the tire industry Is the outlook for some im- 


provement in the production of automobiles. This would require larger 
supplies of tires for new cars. Rubber prices are at low ebb. One author- 
ity, The Standard Statistics Company, estimates-that the consumption of 
tires in 1931 will total 63,000,000, or an increase over this year of nearly 
15 per cent. 


Predicts Big Gain In 


Sales Of Tires In 1931 


as the stock market advances many 
people -will forget the lessons they 
should have learned and will weak- 
en their position by overloading on 
stocks at the expense of their bond 
investments. Do not be misled by 
many securities which are called 
bonds, but are really no better than 
speculative preferred stocks. 
Fund 


No. 2, must be kept in high calibre 
investments. If from time to time 
excellent opportunities do occur in 
certain speculative bonds and the 
investor buys them, he should do 
so from Fund No. 1 and regard them 
the same as common stocks. 


SELECT STOCKS 


Fund No. 3 should be devoted to 


the purchase, from time to tune, of 
good common stocks in exceptional- 
ly promising: industries to hold over 
a period of years, regardless of in- 
termediate price fluctuations. Com- 
mon stocks can never take the place 
of 
bonds as strict investments. 


Events of the past year and a half 
have thoroughly demonstrated that 
fact. However, there are occasion- 
ally exceptional opportunities, and 
especially so at the present time, 
for entering certain com mem, stock 
situations with the idea of remain- 
ing with them for a term* of years. 
Owing to the general pessimism, the 
prices of some excellent long-growth 
stocks have fallen to a point where 
they yield a splendid income return 
while waiting for ttie long-term 
growth of values. They should be 
bought only for cash, not on margin, 
and the buyer must be prepared to 
remain with them for the growth of 
the industry. 


A' cardinal principle in buying 


long-growth stocks under fund No. 
3 is to select those industries which 
are coming tip rather than going 
down. Industries are like plants or 
trees. They grow up to the height 
of their vigor and fruitfulness, re- 
tain it for a while, and then gradu- 
ally go to seed. Be sure to select 
a growing industry, not one which 
has _gone to seed. Among the pro- 
mising industries are foods, electric 
power and light, natural gas, oil, 
chemicals, and certain others. Hav- 
ing selected .the Industry, one must 
be sure to pick-the most vital com- 
pany qr companies- in that indus- 
try. 
Especially is it important to 


know something of the character of 
the management, and the financial 
sponsorship. 


TRADING FUND FOB FEW 
In a market such as the present, 


the business of day-to-day, week-to- 
week, and month-to-month trading 
is very disappointing and generally 
unprofitable. This is now largely a 
professional market. 
I absolutely 


do not recommend short-term trad- 
ing for the average investor. He 
should confine his investments to 
the three parts outlined above. How- 
ever, there are certain wealthy In- 
dividuals 
and professional traders 


who habitually trade in stocks for 
quick profits. 
Hence, at 
certain 


times in a rising market, a fourth 
fund may be justified for those 
wealthy men who can afford a high 
risk. Unless, however, such inves- 
tors are in a position to study the 
market constantly and to devote the 
major part of their time to it, they 
should not engage in this type of 
trading. 


In summary, let me say that the 


present period is one which affords 
splendid opportunities to the inves- 
tor who will prepare a careful pro- 
gram based on the principles out- 
lined in this talk. Business and the 
stock market are now well deflated. 
Certain weak situations undoubtedly 
still remain to be adjusted, and for 
that reason no one should be stam- 
peded into putting all his money in- 
to stocks at this time. There may 
be further false starts followed by 
further disappointments. It is very 
apparent, however, that many se- 
curities have been 
pushed below 


their true worth during this bear 
market, just as they pushed above 
their true worth in the late bull mar- 
ket. At least two-fifths of Fund No. 
1 should now be in good stocks.

ON CANNED GOODS 


Carriers Ask Approval of 


Proposed Schedule Calling 
for increase

Washington—A number of rail- 


roads, seeking to justify their pro- 
posed and, at present, suspended 
schedule of rates on canned goods, 
•which is being fought by Green Bay, 
have filed a brief with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission asking an 
OK on their new rates. 


The schedule, which will go into 


effect on Jan. 4, 1931, provides for 
rates on canned goods shipped from, 
to, and between points in southern 
territory based on 35 per cent of the 
first class rates' in the territory cov- 
ered. The schedule is now suspended 
while the Commission investigates 
the effect of the proposed rates. 


The Green Bay Association of 
Com- 


merce, on behalf of Green Bay, Stur- 
gepn Bay and Oconto shippers, filed 
a brief protesting against the contin- 
uation of the present 
relationship 


with Chicago and asking for rates 
not more than four or five cents 
above Milwaukee's rates. It also stat- 
ed that the new schedule errs in not 
prescribing definite rates to and from 
Green Bay, Oconto, and 
Sturgeon 


Bay. In their brief, the railroads 
answer this protest by saying that 
they have tried to maintain the pres- 
ent relationship in all rates and did 
not plan any further revision of "Wis- 
consin rates now. 
Moreover, they 


argue that the record in this canned 
goods case is not sufficient ground 
upon which to base a definite rating 
from or to specific points. 


The new canned goods schedule 


was drawn up by the railroads in or- 
der to alter the method of rate mak- 
ing on these products. It cancels all 
commodity rates on canned goods 
and establishes class rates. 


Canned products of special interest 


to Wisconsin, and included in this 
schedule of rates are'milk and milk 
products, malt syrup, fruit jams, jel- 
ly, preserves and fruit pulp, tomato 
juice, pulp and paste, pickles, and 
sauerkraut. 


The Evaporated Milk Association
